It is mounted simi­ 
larly to a danger signal, and the engi­ 
neer can readily tell by simp ly glancing 
ut the dials the length of time which has 
elap sed since the p receding train p assed 
that jH)1nt. 
The clock runs regularly 
and indicates the hours and minutes ju st 
as an ordinary timep iece dees, but an 
ingenious device ami the time mark ing 
ap p aratus throws the minute hand back 
to 12 at the time of the p assing of each 
train. 
Then the hand moves forward 
in the regular way until the next tr am 
thunders p ast, when it is again thr own 
back to 12. 
Should any one train not be followed 
by another for an hour or a longer 
p eriod, then the minute band will stop 
at 55 minutes and remain thero until a 
p assing train again throws it back to 19 , 
where it will again begin its 55 minute 
journey. 
The p urp ose of having the 
hand stop a t 55 minutes is to show that 
at b ast that time ivas elap sed since a 
train has p assed that way. which is a m ­ 
p ly sufficient to indicate “ clear track ."
